Such  has  been  aptl}^  designated  the  County  ot 
Ottawa,  which  the  Ottawa,  Northern  &  Western  Rail- 
way pierces  for  a  distance  of  sixty  miles,  soon  to  be 
extended  thirty  miles  farther  north.  The  Valley  of  the 
Gatineau  was  opened  up  ten  years  ago  to  the  outside 


beautiful  scenery,  and  enjoy  the  pure  air.  Ten 
thousand  lakes  !  That  would  imply  that  the  beau- 
tiful sheets  of  water  in  Ottawa  County  had  been 
enumerated,  but,  after  all,  it  is  merely  an  estimate, 
as  competent  authorities  aver  that  the  number  is 
far  larger.  Nearly  every  lake  teems  with  fivSh, 
either  black  bass,  red  trout,  or  grey  trout,  and 
in  hundreds  the  line  of  the  angler  has  never  been 
dipped. 

In  the  autunui,  the  hunting  is  of  the  very  best, 
the  country  within  fifty  miles  of  Ottawa  being  fairh^ 
alive  with  red  deer  and  other  species  of  game,  such 
as  partridge,  wild  duck,  etc.  Within  twenty  or 
thirty  miles  of  the  proposed  terminus  of  the  Ottawa, 


world  as  a  sportsman's  re- 
sort, by  the  construction  of 
this  railway,  aiid  every  year 
thousands   of  anglers, 
hunters  and  pleasure 
seekers  visit  the  Gatineau 
country  to  pursue  their  fa- 
vorite sports,  admire  the

may  also  be  found,  while  a  few  days'  journey 
farther  north  the  country  of  the  caribou  is  reached. 

The  Ottawa,  Northern  &  Western  Railway,  for 
nearly  its  entire  length,  follows  the  course  of  the 
Gatineau  river,  in  many  cases  skirting  close  to 
its  banks,  while  at  the  same  time  penetrating  into 
the  heart  of  the  Laurentian  mountains,  which,  geo- 
logists tell  us,  are  the  oldest  hills  in  the  world. 

The  Gatineau  district  has  become  a  favorite 
of  late  years  with  summer  residents,  the  glorious 
scenery  and  pure  mountain  air  proving  great 
attractions.    Beautiful  summer  cottages  have  been

erected  on  the  hillsides,  and  from  their  verandahs 
the  fortunate  owners  can  gaze  upon  an  ever-chang- 
ing vista  of  mountain,  lake  and  river. 

Leaving  Ottawa,  the  first  summering  spot  among 
the  hills  is  Chelsea.  It  is  only  eight  miles  away 
from  the  capital,  and  on  account  of  its  close  prox- 
imity to  Ottawa  has  many  visitors.  Kingsmere, 
three  miles  west  of  Chelsea,  is  situated  right  on  the 
mountain  side.  A  lovely  little  lake,  which  gives 
the  name  to  the  village,  is  a  great  source  of  attrac- 
tion and  enjoyment  both  for  boating  and  bathing. 
Leaving  Chelsea,  the  next  village  is  Kirk's  Ferry, 
which  is  very  prettily  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
Gatineau.  The  population  here  consists  almost 
entirely  of  summer  residents  from  Ottawa.  Four 
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miles  farther  north  is  Cascades,  so  named  on 
account  of  the  tumbling  character  of  the  river  at 
this  point.  The  next  village  of  importance  is 
Wakefield.     It  is  the  largest  village  on  the  Gati-

neau,  between  Hull  and  Maniwaki,  and  is  really 
a  lovely  spot.  The  main  street  faces  on  the  river, 
which  takes  a  wide  sweep  at  this  point,  thus  con- 
stituting a  large  bay.  The  Laurentian  mountains 
are  conspicuous  across  the  river,  while  they  also 
form  a  barricade  in  the  rear  of  the  village.  Wake-

field  is  fairly  thronged  with  visitors  during  the  hot 
weather,  .all  the  hotels  and  boarding-houses  being 
taxed  to  their  utmost.  The  private  summer  cot- 
tages of  prominent  Ottawans  constitute  one  of  the 
attractions  of  the  village. 

Between  Wakefield  and  Gracefield,  there  are 
several  other  delightful  summering  spots,  such  as 
North  Wakefield,  Farrellton,  Low,  Venosta,  Kazua-

bazua  and  Gracefield.  Low  has  become  a  favorite 
rendezvous  for  picnickers,  on  account  of  the  natural 
beauty  of  the  vicinity.  The  famous  Paugan  Falls 
are  at  this  point,  and  are  well  worth  seeing. 

The  Ottawa,   Northern    &  Western  Railway

Lost  Tickets  —  Railway  companies  are  not  responsible  for 
lost  tickets ;  therefore,  all  possible  precaution  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  their  loss.
